1'riuee Edward island is well known 


for its firm draught-horses, so superior 
in size and strength that buyers pro 
there from the New England states. 


In the fall of 1SS5 I went to the is- 


land to buy some Clydesdales for a firm 
in Itoston. 
Ueing 
barely eighteen 


years old, I was very young1 to !>e sent 
an such an errand, but 1 had earned 
the confidence which the mission im- 
plied. 


While 
making my 
purchases 
I 


stumbled over an opportunity to buy a 
large quantity of oats cheap, and de- 
aided to do a little speculating on my 
awn account. 


The buying and shipping of the 


horses and 
the 
attention 
my o.wn 


venture required detained m« much 
longer than I expected, and by the 
time all was completed the weather 
had become very cold and boisterous. 
Owing- to this the steamboat service 
from 
Shediac 
and 1'ictou suddenly 


ceased, and I found that I would have 
to stay weeks on the island, or get 
over to the mainland on the ice boat 
which carried the mail in such contin- 
gencies. 


"Wc:l! fake you all r:<jht, sir," the 


japlain of the hybrid craft assured me, 
"if you're bound to go, but -,ve don't 
insure no passenger that hc'il got 
there, and in case of trouble all passen- 
gers has got to turn iu and work theit 
passage." 


The next morning I found three 


ather travelers ready to brave the dan- 
gers of a passage across the strait. 
They were all Canadian "drummers," 
who, 
like myself, had been shut up by 


Jack Frost iu "I'. E. I." They were 
stout, athletic fellows, and proved to 
be most agreeable companions. 


At tbe breakfast table of the inn at 


Sumniersidi*, near our embarking' place, 
CapL Hawkins informed us that the 
•;hanees were "reasonable good," and 
that as soon as we had provisioned our- 
selves for tlm trip we must go on board. 


When we got underway about eleven 


o'clock, the sky was perfectly clear and 
the wind fair, and there was every 
prospect, that in about three or four 
hours we should reach our destinatio: 
Iceboats 
travel with great velocity 


when the wind IN with them, and fhe 
distance from the point of departure to 
Cape Tormcntine, our objective point 
on the Xcw IJrnnswick side, is o.'ily 
about twenty miles.

These boats are the merest cockle- 


shells, but even so their weight is not 
a trifle, and ours was loaded heavily 
with the mail matter that had been de- 
layed by the recent storms. 


Two pushed at the back. Two jjot 


into a sort of harness rigged at the 
bow and pulled. So we "spelled" it as 
the captaiu h*xi warned us we should 
have to do. 


Icy blasts drove down against us, 


and swirled the snow around so that 
we were literally enveloped in clouds 
of it It chilled us to the very heart, 
and in spite of our severe exertions 
frost-bite became imminent 


The first man to give out was "Jim," 


one of the crew. 
Jle fell face down- 


ward in the snow, and was unable to 
raise himself, so benumbed were his 
legs and feet 
We. were obliged to 


place him in the boat, and as the 
terrible haul was beginning to tell on 
all of us the mail matter had to be 
takcu out and left in the snow. 


U'e. covered Jim up carefully with 


everything that we could spare from 
our own nccessi'ies, but we could hear 
his teeth chattering like casianets all 
the time. Kvcry few moments we haa 
to stop for somo one to rub his frost- 
bitten hands or feet with snow, and we 
all were beginning to feel more or less 
numbness in onr feel and legs.' 


Anottier of thecrew succumbed. They 


"were not so warmly clothed as we who 
were passengers. 
lie, too, had to bo 


placed in the boat, and then we noticed 
for the lirst time that Jim's teeth bad 
ceased chattering. 
The poor fellow 


was dead 


We lifted him out, and laid him in 


the snow. 
It, seemed heartless, and 


the captain muttered something about 
''not being able, to face his folks," but 
we could do nothing more for him, and 
our own chances would have been ma- 
terially lessened by not leaving him be- 
hind.

such vigor and tenseness to every

right down to a light for dear life, and 
we had only stuck to it so far in order 
to have the means of earrj-ing those 
who gave out.

desert the poor fellow in it, but he had 
already sunk into the fatal stupor that 
precedes death by freezing.

Teta. or Teti, that two grave-chambers 
have bc«n discovered which were erect- 
ed for two high officials of that ruler. 
Their names were Kabin and Meruka,

("mnsfaba") of the former consists of 
five rooms, built up with limestone. 
Its walls !ire covered with exceedingly 
well-preserved .bas-reliefs and pictures 
representing various scenes. The other 
grave-chamber, that tof Mem, is the 
moit valuable. 
Until now no less than 


twenty-seven halls and corridors have 
been uncovered. There are beautiful 
grave-columns; in the chief room there,

Th« Miuhty Stream Found to 1Ia»» It, 


Kiso In m .Mmintnln I,uke. 


The 
irreat 
Mackenzie 
river, the 


mightiest stream on the American con- 
tinent, excepting only the Mississippi, 
has never been traced to its head, and 
up to the present time the source from 
« hich it issues has only been known 
from Indian report. The mystery has, 
however, now been solved by R. G. 
McConnell, of the Dominion geological 
survey, who lately returned from a four 
months' exploration trip in those re- 
gions. 
Mr. McConnell arrived in Brit- 


ish Columbia from Ottawa in June and 
started out on his trip. 


From 
Quesnclle 
the party 
pro- 


ceeded 
in 
canoos 
up 
to 
Fraser 


to Giscomc Pjorlage. This is seven 
and a half 
miles long, and 
after 


crossing 
it 
they 
proceeded 
down 


Crookrd river to Fort McLeod. 
Their 


route then lay down Parsnip river to 
the forks, where Kind lay river meets 
the Parsnip and gives birth to Peace 
river. 


On reaching Findhiy river Mr. Me- 


Council really commenced his summer's 
work, as the chief object of his trip 
wns to explore that river and. if pos- 
sible, the Omincca also. 
Mr. McCon- 


nell accordingly went up Fimilny river 
to its junction with the, Omincca and 
followed the latter river to its head, re- 
turning down it again to the same spot. 
This river is easily navigable on the 
upper portion, but in the first thirty 
miles it 
falls 
over five hundred 


feet, 
and 
is consequently extreme- 


ly 
rnpiil 
and 
diflicult 
to ascend. 


Mr. 
Mcf.'onnoll 
then proceeded 
up 


the. Findlay river. Whites had !>ecn up 
to the Omincca river previous to him, 
as at one time that was a famous gold 
country, but Jlr. McConnell and his 
party were the 
fir.st whites to ev*r 


ascend the Findlay river to its head. 
The river is about two hundred and 
fifty miles long, and is navigable for 
the great portion of the way in canoes, 
though owing to the rapids the party 
had to proceed the hist fifty mile* on 
fool, an arduous task owing to the 
roughness of the country. The country 
is very mountainous, and, though at 
the lower part of the river the valley is 
six miles wide, the mountains come 
right down to the water's edge in the 
upper portion. At its mouth the Kind- 
lay is abont as wide as the Fraser at 
Quesnelle. 
It is not very deep except 


in the canyons, where the current is 
very strong, and owing to the nnmcr- 
ous rapids and eddies progress is very 
slow. At the head of the Findlay river 
is a lake known in the India* toajrne 
as Lake FehuUde, which, being inter- 
preted, memas "aarrow waters between 
mountains." This l«ke is the rtal 
source of tbe Mack«n/je river. It is 
between twenty-five and thirty mites 
lone and not more than a quarter nf a 
mile wide, and is inele«*d hy high 
mountains. 
Around the edjfc «f th« 


lake are glaciers, and the r«*ne m a 
very pretty one. The m«mntain» rise 
five thousand to six tS««sand f«et 
above the lake, while they are swrae 
nine thousand feet above the level of 
the hea.—Vancouver News-Adv«rtiser.

Tim patent i* said 
to have been obtained by Itagaki Ho- 
kotaro, son of Count Itagaki, but the 
technical method was elaborated chiefly 
by Miya/.aki Suburo, of the Hokkaido 
hemp factory. 


The reputation acquired by a certain 


French silk manufacturer in connec- 
tion with thread of this kind turned 
the attention of Mr. Itagaki to the 
subject. 
After trials extending over 


a period of several years Mr. Itagaki 
succt jdcd 
in 
obtaining 
thread 


alwiit ,.:•« size of "No. 40." He was 
however, dissatisfied with that result, 
and continuing his experiments, at 
length succeeded in obtaining threads 
of the fineness of "No. 100," a fineness 
never previously obtained, even in 
France. 
The 
nettle hemp is silk, 


equally fine, and not at all inferior in 
point of luster, so that it is expected to 
prove a formidable rival of the "noble 
article." 


This nettle hemp, from the bark of 


which the thread is produced, grows 
abundantly in a wild x.title in Japan, 
especially in Hokkaiilo, so that the 
country has grent advantage over ICn- 
ropc. where the plant must be special- 
ly cultivated.—San Francisco Chroni- 
cle.

Shell-life is probably the oldest form 


of animal life upon the globe. Itsstuiiy 
is an interesting one, and even people 
who are not of a scientific turn of mind 
find pleasure in looking on the ex- 
quisite coloring and delicate beauty of 
many varieties of shells and on their 
wonderful mechanism. 


There is nothing which more delights 


children than to wander along the sea- 
shore and gather the little shells which 
have been washed on the beach by the 
rest-less waves. And then, too, when 
some large specimen is found, with 
what eagerness the tinder, whether 
young or old, will apply it to his or her 


md hear from within its murmur- 


ings, whereby, in the words of the 
poet, it expresses "mysterious uuion 
with its native sea." 


In the Smithsonian institution, at 


Washington, there is a collection of 
fifty thousand shells, many of them of 
huge si/.e, others strangely formed, and 
some of iridescent colors which rival 
the hues of sunset. 


In examining these, there came to 


mind many fables and traditions about 
shells. There is the conch shell, which 
was made into a horn aud blown by 
old Triton and the attendants of .Nep- 
tune. Then there is the nautilus, of 
which Pope says: 
Le;trn ol the lilllo nautilus to-sall. 
Spread the, lliiu oar aud eusululic driving gala. 


Many years ago, a Dutch naturalist 


went to the Indian seas to study shells. 
When he came back he told the story 
that the nautilus sailed in troops over 
the sea., and were able, when they 
wished, to till themselves with water 
and sink to the bottom. 


This, it lias been found, is not true. 


Ilie nautilus commonly inhabits the 
bottom of the sea, where it creeps 
about, by means of a large muscular 
disc with which the head is furnished, 
and it rarely rises to the surface, or is 
seen floating there. The interior of 
uie shell is divided into chambers, 
connected by a little table, which affords 
air. The shell lias most exquisite, col- 
oring, from pearly white to varied 
motley. 


It is really the argonaut, or "paper 
liler." which does what has been 
-idely attributed to the nautilus. The 
icll of the argonaut is a tiny boat, 
ot upon a keel of the most beautiful 
•orkinanship.

arms stretch 


ut from the sides and keep the boat 
rom capsizing. There is a siphon in 
ic stern, through which the argonaut 
rives in water and pumps it out again,

They grow to weigh hundreds of 


pounds, and they have been scon as 
urge as a ship's longl>oat.

tell how they have bitten off arms 
and legs. 
Scientists believe that they 


ivc a hundred years. 


There is another curious shell—the 


abalone. 
11 resembles a huge suucer, 


and it stays thn most of the time on 
sonic rock. 
Inside, a.strong muscle at- 


tached to one end of the shell serves 
;is a roof for it. and at the other end is 
a foot, provided with a powerful suc- 
tion cup. 


The abalone gets on top of a rock, 


which is covered part of the time by 
tlie flood. 
When it is hungry, it raises 


the edge of its shell, and1 the water 
brings animalcul:w, on which it makes 
itsdinncr. 


Along the coastof California abalone 


are taken for food by Chinamen. 
The 


large muscle is dried, and great quan- 
tities are scut yearly to China. 


When a Chinaman goes out hunting 


for abalone nnd finds one, he may 
chance unthinkingly to put his fingers 
under the uplifted lid of the shell. The 
abalone is startled, and lowers the COT- 
f.r. 
The powerful muscle contracts,

DISCOVERED BY A BOY. 


A BUtcvm-Tear-Old Lad th> Pint E«r»- 
peaa to 8w AHcrtea. 


Almost four hundred and fifty years 


before Christopher Columbus was born 
America was discovered by a Norwe- 
gian boy named Biorn, son of Ilcrgolf. 
He was known by no other tills, for in 
those days sons did not share the fa- 
ther's name. 


In the year 1002, Hergolf, an Iceland 


colonist, fitted out two small vessels for 
a trading voyage to the Greenland set- 
tlement, and placed one of these under 
the command of his sort liiorn, a youth 
of sixteen years, who, having been bred 
to the sea almost since infancy, had 
mastered the details of his profession 
by the time that he arrived at an age 
when other boys usually commence 
their apprenticeship. 


When near the southern coast of 


Greenland Uiorn's ship encountered a 
heavy northeasterly gale, which lasted 
several days, and drove his vessel far 
to the south and west. The storm 
broke in the night, and when morning 
dawned 
he 
discovered 
a strange 


land close 
aboard. 
Sailing 
along 


the coast 
for 
some 
distance 
he 


found a large bmy, into which he steer- 
ed and dropped anchor. Upon land- 
ing the country was seen to be clothed 
with 
vegetation 
and 
the 
streams 


swarming with fine salmon. Trees of 
large growth grew in great numbers 
just back from the shore, iind the cli- 
mate was .balmy and delightful. Of 
natives they saw nothing, and believed 
the land uninhabited. 


Rejoiced over his important discov- 


ery, liiorn returned to Iceland, and 
commnnicated the news to his friend 
Lief, son of Eric the Red, who had 
founded the colony on the coast of that 
island. The two ambitiousyoung men 
immediately entered into an agree- 
ment to share the expense of equip- 
ping a suitable vessel, sailing to this 
newl3'-diseovered land, and bringing 
back whatever cargo promised to re- 
imburse them for Biting out the ship. 


Their first sight of the new land was 


not calculated to impress Lief with a 
promise of its fruitfulness, for it was 
rocky, barren and gloomy. 
This gave 


rise to openly expressed dissatisfaction 
on his part, but Itiorn assured him that 
further sonth they would meet with 
green fields and 
woodlands.

gators in naming geographical dis- 
coveries according to the 
features 


first presented, this place they called 
Helleland, and to the low, sandy shore 
which they observed beyond it, and 
which was covered 
in 
spots with 


clumps of small trees, they gave the 
name of Markland. Two days later 
they fell in with a new line ol const, 
and sailing along Ihis for 
Beveral 


hours, liiorn made oul Ihebay in whicl 
he had anchored on hi.s previous voy- 
age. Into this harbor they brought 
the ship and moored her. 


This'Vinland of the early voyagers is 


known at the present day as New- 
foundland. After making several short 
cruises to the, southward and west 
ward, and sailing through the gulf o 
St. Lawrence until the river of thai 
name was reached, the ship returned 
to her first anchorage, where the ex 
plorers passed the winter. 


In the account of this remarkable 


voyage, made five 
centuries before 


King Ferdinand and Qnccn Isabella, 
bade God-speed to the Italian naviga- 
tor in the .Spanish harl>or of Palos^it 
is recorded by liiorn and Lief that the 
length of the shortest day during the 
winter of the year 1{XK 3 was eight 
hours. This proves conclusively that 
this Vinland of theirs was no further 
north tlian Newfoundland, otherwise 
the length of the dny would have been 
shorter. — Harper's Young People.

from thn lower parts of North Carolina

James and other mountain streams. 
Deserters 
from 
both armies added 


strength and semblance of organization 
to their operations. 
Wherever they ap- 


;pcared tho terror stricken inhabitants 
•were plundered, harassed 
and merci- 


lessly subjected to every variety of in- 
sult and outrage. 
A remedy was need- 


od for this insufferable .state of things, 
a remedy that should at once strike 
such terror to 
these miscreants as 


would relievo a community already 
Buf- 


fering from tlio effects of hostile inva- 
sion. 
Colonel Lynch was the man to 


j take tho lead in such an emergency. 


He succeeded in organizing a body of 
patriotic citizens, men of known char- 
acter and standing.

From 
this they slice off a few chips in one 
place, so as to make a flat surface for 
rubbing.

who sits at one end of it and holds it 
firmly 
l>etwciMi his toes.

A groove is 


soon formed in the stake and a dark- 
colored dust, which is pushed to the 
end of the groove.
